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SUMMARY  FOR  FINDINGS 

Total  value  of  shipments  of  carpet  and  rugs  increased  1 0  per- 
cent in  1  986  to  $7,296. 1  million  from  $6,605.7  million  in  1  985. 
Quantity  of  shipments  increased  8  percent  from  1 , 1  59.2  million 
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square  yards  in  1  985  to  1 ,254.2  million  in  1  986.  The  average 
unit  price  for  total  carpeting  increased  slightly  from  $5.70 
to  $5.82.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  all  companies  mariufac- 
turing  carpet  and  rugs  in  the  United  States,  except  very  small 
companies  (generally  less  than  5  employees),  for  which  1982 
Census  of  Manufactures  data  were  derived  from  administrative 
records  of  other  Government  agencies. 

Survey  Methodology  The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  col- 
lected by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  annual  Form  MA22Q, 
Carpet  and  Rugs.  The  survey  panel  includes  all  known  manufac- 
turers of  carpet  and  rugs  (except  those  very  small  firms  excluded 
from  the  scope  of  the  survey).  Approximately  240  companies 
are  included. 

Reliability  of  Data.  Survey  error  may  result  from  several  sources: 
111  inability  to  obtain  information  about  all  cases  in  the  survey; 
(2)  response  errors:  (3)  definitional  difficulties:  (4)  differences 
in  the  interpretation  of  questions:  (5)  mistakes  in  recording  or 
coding  the  data  obtained:  and  (6)  other  errors  of  collection, 
response,  coverage,  and  estimation  for  missing  data.  These  non- 
sampling  errors  also  occur  in  complete  censuses.  Although  no 
direct  measurement  of  the  biases  due  to  nonsampling  errors  has 
been  obtained,  precautionary  steps  were  taken  in  all  phases  of 
the  collection,  processing,  and  tabulation  of  the  data  in  an  ef- 
fort to  minimize  their  influence. 

A  major  source  of  bias  in  the  published  estimates  is  due  to 
imputing  data  for  nonrespondents,  for  late  reporters,  and  for  data 
which  failed  the  edit.  Missing  figures  are  imputed  based  on  yearly 
movements  shown  by  reporting  firms.  Imputation  generally  is 
limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  data  cell.  Figures 
with  imputation  rates  greater  than  10  percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the  potential 
error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse,  because  the  ac 
tual  yearly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not 
closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  range  of  dif- 
ference between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely 
known,  but  is  assumed  to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases 
as  the  percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with  imputa- 
tion rates  above  10  percent  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Statistics  for  previous  years 
may  be  revised  as  the  result  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  the  receipt  of  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
made  as  described  above.  Figures  which  have  been  revised  by 
more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are  in- 
dicated by  footnotes. 

Adjustment  for  Price  Change.  All  dollar  figures  included  in  this 
publication  are  in  current  dollars:  i.e.,  they  have  not  been  adjusted 
for  price  change. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Quantity  and  Value  of  Shipments.  The  figures  on  quantity  and 
value  of  shipments  represent  physical  shipments  of  all  products 


sold,  transferred  to  other  establishments  of  the  same  company, 
or  shipped  on  consignment,  whether  for  domestic  or  export  sale. 
The  value  represents  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  to  the 
customer  or  branch  to  which  the  products  are  shipped,  net  of 
discounts,  allowances,  freight  charges,  and  returns.  Shipments 
to  a  company's  own  branches  are  assigned  the  same  value  as 
comparable  sales  to  unaffiliated  customers:  i.e.,  the  value  includes 
an  appropriate  allocation  of  company  overhead  and  profit.  Pro- 
ducts bought  and  resold  without  further  manufacture  are 
excluded. 

Materials  Consumed.  These  data  include  primary  and 
secondary  backing  materials  consumed  in  the  manufacture  of 
rugs,  carpet,  and  carpeting.  Materials  consumed  by  commission 
plants  are  included  in  the  report  of  the  company  for  which  the 
work  is  done.  It  should  be  noted  that  these  data  represent  all 
materials  consumed  during  the  period;  whereas,  shipments  data 
represent  products  physically  shipped  during  the  period. 


COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  commodity 
classifications  were  developed  independently.  Tf\is  results  in  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of  data  for  many 
commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classification  is  based 
on  type  of  industry:  on  the  other  hand,  the  export  and  import 
classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Also,  there  are 
a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  have  no 
comparable  domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships 
shown  in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approxima- 
tions, since,  in  addition  to  the  problems  mentioned  above,  there 
are  also  the  following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of 
the  three  sets  of  data. 

Valuation.  There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for  the  three 
types  of  data: 

•  Domestic  Output- Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It  in- 
cludes the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

•  Exports -Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes  the 
selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight,  insurance 
and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing  plant 
to  the  export  point. 

•  /mporrs -Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United  States. 
It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty,  and  other 
charges  to  the  import  point. 


Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output.  Because  producers' 
shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as  materials  for 
incorporation  Into  other  commodities,  combinations  of  data  for 
such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain  amount  of  duplication. 
Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to  apparent 
consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus  exports)  at  four-digit 
or  broader  levels  may  be  understated.  Where  duplication  Is  known 
to  be  substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropriately  noted  In  the 
table. 

Low-Value  Import  and  Export  Transactions.  Detailed  commodity 
Information  is  not  Included  for  individual  export  shipments  valued 
at  not  more  than  $1,000.  Generally,  detailed  commodity  infor- 
mation is  not  Included  for  Individual  import  shipments  valued  at 
not  more  than  $1,000.  For  textiles  and  textile  products,  gloves, 
footwear,  and  miscellaneous  rubber  and  plastics  products, 
detailed  commodity  Information  is  not  Included  for  individual  Im- 
port shipments  valued  at  not  more  than  $250.  This  is  believed 
to  have  only  negligible  effects  on  the  statistics  for  the  bulk  of 
the  commodities. 

Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind.  The  value  of 
manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry  level  often 
Includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed  among  the  in- 
dividual five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and  import  percentages 
at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore,  be  slightly  overstated. 

Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports.  There  will  be  a  lag  be- 
tween the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  the  pro- 
ducer and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially  when  In- 
termediaries (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved.  Ordinarily, 
this  type  of  discrepancy  Is  insignificant  in  annual  figures. 

"Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports.  Export  and 
Import  data  do  not  Include  materials  which  are  Incorporated  in 
to  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or  imported  in 
finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports  and  Imports, 
the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  Imports  to  apparent  con- 
sumption for  intermediate  products  is  considerably  understated. 

Used  Commodities.  With  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt  com- 
modities are  classified  in  the  same  Import  or  export  codes  as  is 
new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the  extent 
that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

Geographic  Area  of  Coverage.  Import  and  export  data  reflect  the 
movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the  U.S.  customs  ter- 
ritory (the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico). 
They  do  not  include  movements  between  the  United  States  and 
its  possessions.  Domestic  output  (shipments)  data  exclude 
Puerto  Rico  and  other  outlying  areas.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  all  companies 
manufacturing  carpet  and  rugs  in  the  United  States, 
except  very  small  companies  (generally  less  than  5 
employees),  for  which  1982  Census  of  Manufactures 
data  were  derived  from  administrative  records  of  other 
Government  agencies. 

Survey  Methodology.  The  statistics  in  this  publication 
were  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  annual 
Form  MA22Q,  Carpet  and  Rugs.  The  survey  panel  includes 
all  known  manufacturers  of  carpet  and  rugs  (except 
those  very  small  firms  excluded  from  the  scope  of  the 
survey).  Approximately  240  companies  are  included. 

Reliability  of  Data.  Survey  error  may  result  from  several 
sources:  (1)  inability  to  obtain  information  about  all 
cases  in  the  survey;  (2)  response  errors;  (3)  definitional 
difficulties;  (4)  differences  in  the  interpretation  of  ques- 
tions; (5)  mistakes  in  recording  or  coding  the  data  obtained; 
and  (6)  other  errors  of  collection,  response,  coverage, 
and  estimation  for  missing  data.  These  nonsampling 
errors  also  occur  in  complete  censuses.  Although  no 
direct  measurement  of  the  biases  due  to  nonsampling 
errors  has  been  obtained,  precautionary  steps  were 
taken  in  ail  phases  of  the  collection,  processing,  and 
tabulation  of  the  data  in  an  effort  to  minimize  their 
influence. 

A  major  source  of  bias  in  the  published  estimates  is 
due  to  imputing  data  for  nonrespondents,  for  late  report- 
ers, and  for  data  which  failed  the  edit.  Missing  figures  are 
imputed  based  on  yearly  movements  shown  by  report- 
ing firms.  Imputation  generally  is  limited  to  a  maximum 
of  10  percent  for  any  one  data  cell.  Figures  with  imputa- 
tion rates  greater  than  10  percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse, 
because  the  actual  yearly  movements  for  nonrespon- 
dents may  or  may  not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed 
movements.  The  range  of  difference  between  the  actual 
and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely  known,  but  is  assumed 
to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the 
accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases  as 
the  percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
imputation  rates  above  10  percent  should  be  used  with 
caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Statistics  for  previ- 
ous years  may  be  revised  as  the  result  of  corrected  data 
from  respondents,  including  the  receipt  of  late  reports 
for  which  imputations  were  made  as  described  above. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent 
from  previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  foot- 
notes. 

Adjustment  for  Price  Change.  All  dollar  figures  included 
in  this  publication  are  in  current  dollars;  i.e.,  they  have 
not  been  adjusted  for  price  change. 


Quantity  and  Value  of  Shipments.  The  figures  on  quan- 
tity and  value  of  shipments  represent  physical  shipments 
of  all  products  sold,  transferred  to  other  establishments 
of  the  same  company,  or  shipped  on  consignment, 
whether  for  domestic  or  export  sale.  The  value  repre- 
sents the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  to  the  customer  or 
branch  to  which  the  products  are  shipped,  net  of  dis- 
counts, allowances,  freight  charges,  and  returns.  Ship- 
ments to  a  company's  own  branches  are  assigned  the 
same  value  as  comparable  sales  to  unaffiliated  custom- 
ers; i.e.,  the  value  includes  an  appropriate  allocation  of 
company  overhead  and  profit.  Products  bought  and 
resold  without  further  manufacture  are  excluded. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system 
used  for  domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and 
import  commodity  classifications  were  developed  inde- 
pendently. This  results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  com- 
paring the  three  types  of  data  for  many  commodity 
areas.  The  domestic  output  classification  is  based  on 
type  of  industry;  on  the  other  hand,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented. 
Also,  there  are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  com- 
modities which  have  no  comparable  domestic  output 
classification.  The  relationships  shown  in  this  report 
should  be  considered  only  as  approximations,  since,  in 
addition  to  the  problems  mentioned  above,  there  are 
also  the  following  problems  affecting  the  comparability 
of  the  three  sets  of  data. 

Valuation.  There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data: 

e  Domestic  Output.  Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  dis- 
counts and  allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges 
and  excise  taxes. 

•  Exports.  Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also 
been  developed.  These  values  more  closely  approxi- 
mate the  values  reported  for  domestic  output  because 
they  exclude  freight,  insurance,  and  other  charges 
applied  from  the  producing  plant  to  the  export  point. 

•  Imports.  Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight), 
duty,  and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output.  Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be 
used  as  materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commod- 
ities, combinations  of  data  for  such  commodities  may 


contain  a  certain  amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percent- 
ages of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to  apparent  con- 
sumption (output  plus  imports  minus  exports)  at  four- 
digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated.  Where  duplication 
is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropri- 
ately noted  in  the  table. 

Low-Value  Import  and  Export  Transactions.  Detailed 
commodity  information  is  not  included  for  individual 
export  shipments  valued  at  not  more  than  $1,500.  Gen- 
erally, detailed  commodity  information  is  not  included 
for  individual  import  shipments  valued  at  not  more  than 
$1,000.  For  textiles  and  textile  products,  gloves,  foot- 
wear, and  miscellaneous  rubber  and  plastics  products, 
detailed  commodity  information  is  not  included  for  indi- 
vidual import  shipments  valued  at  not  more  than  $250. 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effects  on  the 
statistics  for  the  bulk  of  the  commodities. 

Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind.  The 

value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  indus- 
try level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not 
distributed  among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes. 
Export  and  import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed 
levels  might,  therefore,  be  slightly  overstated. 

Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports.  There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or 
shipped  by  the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually 
exported,  especially  when  intermediaries  (wholesalers, 
exporters,  etc.)  are  involved.  Ordinarily,  this  type  of 
discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual  figures. 

"Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports. 

Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which 
are  incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and 
exported  or  imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing 
only  direct  exports  and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to 
output  and  imports  to  apparent  consumption  for  inter- 
mediate products  is  considerably  understated. 

Used  Commodities.  With  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or 
export  codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are 
thus  overstated  to  the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  prod- 
ucts are  significant  in  trade. 

Geographic  Area  of  Coverage.  Import  and  export  data 
reflect  the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the 
U.S.  customs  territory  (the  50  States,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico).  They  do  not  include  move- 
ments between  the  United  States  and  its  possessions. 
Domestic  output  (shipments)  data  exclude  Puerto  Rico 
and  other  outlying  areas. 

HISTORICAL  NOTES 

Data  on  carpets  and  rugs  have  been  collected  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  since  1968.  Historical  data  may  be

Adjustment  for  Price  Change.  All  dollar  figures  included 
in  this  publication  are  in  current  dollars;  i.e.,  they  have 
not  been  adjusted  for  price  change. 


EXPLAINJATIOINJ  OF  TERMS 

Quantity  and  Value  of  Shipments.  The  figures  on  quan- 
tity and  value  of  shipments  represent  physical  shipments 
of  all  products  sold,  transferred  to  other  establishments 
of  the  same  company,  or  shipped  on  consignment, 
whether  for  domestic  or  export  sale.  The  value  repre- 
sents the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  to  the  customer  or 
branch  to  which  the  products  are  shipped,  net  of  dis- 
counts, allowances,  freight  charges,  and  returns.  Ship- 
ments to  a  company's  own  branches  are  assigned  the 
same  value  as  comparable  sales  to  unaffiliated  custom- 
ers, i.e.,  the  value  includes  an  appropriate  allocation  of 
company  overhead  and  profit.  Products  bought  and 
resold  without  further  manufacture  are  excluded. 


COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT.  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 


The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system 
used  for  domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and 
import  commodity  classifications  were  developed  inde- 
pendently. This  results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  com- 
paring the  three  types  of  data  for  many  commodity 
areas.  The  domestic  output  classification  is  based  on 
type  of  industry;  on  the  other  hand,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented. 
Also,  there  are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  com- 
modities which  have  no  comparable  domestic  output 
classification.  The  relationships  shown  in  this  report 
should  be  considered  only  as  approximations,  since,  in 
addition  to  the  problems  mentioned  above,  there  are 
also  the  following  problems  affecting  the  comparability 
of  the  three  sets  of  data. 

Valuation.  There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data: 

•  Domestic  Output.  Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  dis- 
counts and  allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges 
and  excise  taxes. 

•  Exports.  Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also 
been  developed.  These  values  more  closely  approxi- 
mate the  values  reported  for  domestic  output  because 
they  exclude  freight,  insurance,  and  other  charges 
applied  from  the  producing  plant  to  the  export  point. 


•  Imports.  Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight), 
duty,  and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output.  Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be 
used  as  materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commod- 
ities, combinations  of  data  for  such  commodities  may 
contain  a  certain  amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percent- 
ages of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to  apparent  con- 
sumption (output  plus  imports  minus  exports)  at  four- 
digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated.  Where  duplication 
is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropri- 
ately noted  in  the  table. 

Low-Value  Export  and  Import  Transactions.  Detailed 
commodity  information  is  not  included  for  individual 
export  shipments  valued  at  not  more  than  $1,500.  Gen- 
erally, detailed  commodity  information  is  not  included 
for  individual  import  shipments  valued  at  not  more  than 
$1,000.  For  textiles  and  textile  products,  gloves,  foot- 
wear, and  miscellaneous  rubber  and  plastics  products, 
detailed  commodity  information  is  not  included  for  indi- 
vidual import  shipments  valued  at  not  more  than  $250. 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effects  on  the 
statistics  for  the  bulk  of  the  commodities. 

Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind.  The 

value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  indus- 
try level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not 
distributed  among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes. 
Export  and  import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed 
levels  might,  therefore,  be  slightly  overstated. 

Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports.  There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or 
shipped  by  the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually 
exported,  especially  when  intermediaries  (wholesalers, 
exporters,  etc.)  are  involved.  Ordinarily,  this  type  of 
discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual  figures. 

"Direct"  vs  'Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports. 

Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which 
are  incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and 
exported  or  imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing 
only  direct  exports  and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to 
output  and  imports  to  apparent  consumption  for  inter- 
mediate products  is  considerably  understated. 

Used  Commodities.  With  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or 
export  codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are 
thus  overstated  to  the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  prod- 
ucts are  significant  in  trade. 

Geographic  Area  of  Coverage.  Import  and  export  data 
reflect  the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the 
U.S.  customs  territory  (the  50  States,  the   District  of 


Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico).  They  do  not  include  move- 
ments between  the  United  States  and  its  possessions. 
Domestic  output  (shipments)  data  exclude  Puerto  Rico 
and  other  outlying  areas.

Total  value  of  shipments  of  carpet  and  rugs  increased 
6.2  percent  in  1988  to  $8,418.1  million  from  $7,929.1 
million  in  1987.  Quantity  of  shipments  increased  slightly 


from  $1,297.3  million  square  yards  in  1987  to  $1,328.2 
million  in  1988.  The  average  unit  price  for  total  carpeting 
increased  from  $6.11  to  $6.33.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  all  companies 
manufacturing  carpet  and  rugs  in  the  United  States, 
except  very  small  companies  (generally  less  than  5 
employees),  for  which  1982  Census  of  Manufactures 
data  were  derived  from  administrative  records  of  other 
Government  agencies. 

Survey  Methodology.  The  statistics  in  this  publication 
were  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  annual 
Form  MA22Q,  Carpet  and  Rugs.  The  survey  panel  includes 
all  known  manufacturers  of  carpet  and  rugs  (except 
those  very  small  firms  excluded  from  the  scope  of  the 
survey).  Approximately  240  companies  are  included. 

Reliability  of  Data.  Survey  error  may  result  from  several 
sources:  (1)  inability  to  obtain  information  about  all 
cases  in  the  survey;  (2)  response  errors;  (3)  definitional 
difficulties;  (4)  differences  in  the  interpretation  of  ques- 
tions; (5)  mistakes  in  recording  or  coding  the  data  obtained; 
and  (6)  other  errors  of  collection,  response,  coverage, 
and  estimation  for  missing  data.  These  nonsampling 
errors  also  occur  in  complete  censuses.  Although  no 
direct  measurement  of  the  biases  due  to  nonsampling 
errors  has  been  obtained,  precautionary  steps  were 
taken  in  all  phases  of  the  collection,  processing,  and 
tabulation  of  the  data  in  an  effort  to  minimize  their 
influence. 

A  major  source  of  bias  in  the  published  estimates  is 
due  to  imputing  data  for  nonrespondents,  for  late  report- 
ers, and  for  data  which  failed  the  edit.  Missing  figures  are 
imputed  based  on  yearly  movements  shown  by  report- 
ing firms.  Imputation  generally  is  limited  to  a  maximum 
of  10  percent  for  any  one  data  cell.  Figures  with  imputa- 
tion rates  greater  than  10  percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse, 
because  the  actual  yearly  movements  for  nonrespon- 
dents may  or  may  not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed 
movements.  The  range  of  difference  between  the  actual 
and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely  known,  but  is  assumed 
to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the 
accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases  as 
the  percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
imputation  rates  above  10  percent  should  be  used  with 
caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Statistics  for  previ- 
ous years  may  be  revised  as  the  result  of  corrected  data 
from  respondents,  including  the  receipt  of  late  reports 
for  which  imputations  were  made  as  described  above. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent 
from  previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  foot- 
notes. 

Adjustment  for  Price  Change.  All  dollar  figures  included 
in  this  publication  are  in  current  dollars;  i.e.,  they  have 
not  been  adjusted  for  price  change. 


Quantity  and  Value  of  Shipments.  The  figures  on  quan- 
tity and  value  of  shipments  represent  physical  shipments 
of  all  products  sold,  transferred  to  other  establishments 
of  the  same  company,  or  shipped  on  consignment, 
whether  for  domestic  or  export  sale.  The  value  repre- 
sents the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  to  the  customer  or 
branch  to  which  the  products  are  shipped,  net  of  dis- 
counts, allowances,  freight  charges,  and  returns.  Ship- 
ments to  a  company's  own  branches  are  assigned  the 
same  value  as  comparable  sales  to  unaffiliated  custom- 
ers; i.e.,  the  value  includes  an  appropriate  allocation  of 
company  overhead  and  profit.  Products  bought  and 
resold  without  further  manufacture  are  excluded. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system 
used  for  domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and 
import  commodity  classifications  were  developed  inde- 
pendently. This  results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  com- 
paring the  three  types  of  data  for  many  commodity 
areas.  The  domestic  output  classification  is  based  on 
type  of  industry;  on  the  other  hand,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented. 
Also,  there  are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  com- 
modities which  have  no  comparable  domestic  output 
classification.  The  relationships  shown  in  this  report 
should  be  considered  only  as  approximations,  since,  in 
addition  to  the  problems  mentioned  above,  there  are 
also  the  following  problems  affecting  the  comparability 
of  the  three  sets  of  data. 

Valuation.  There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for 
the  three  types  of  data: 

•  Domestic  Output.  Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  dis- 
counts and  allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges 
and  excise  taxes. 

•  Exports.  Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also 
been  developed.  These  values  more  closely  approxi- 
mate the  values  reported  for  domestic  output  because 
they  exclude  freight,  insurance,  and  other  charges 
applied  from  the  producing  plant  to  the  export  point. 

•  Imports.  Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight), 
duty,  and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output.  Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be 
used  as  materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commod- 
ities, combinations  of  data  for  such  commodities  may 


contain  a  certain  amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percent- 
ages of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to  apparent  con- 
sumption (output  plus  imports  minus  exports)  at  four- 
digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated.  Where  duplication 
is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropri- 
ately noted  in  the  table. 

Low-Value  Import  and  Export  Transactions.  Detailed 
commodity  information  is  not  included  for  individual 
export  shipments  valued  at  not  more  than  $1,500.  Gen- 
erally, detailed  commodity  information  is  not  included 
for  individual  import  shipments  valued  at  not  more  than 
$1,000.  For  textiles  and  textile  products,  gloves,  foot- 
wear, and  miscellaneous  rubber  and  plastics  products, 
detailed  commodity  information  is  not  included  for  indi- 
vidual import  shipments  valued  at  not  more  than  $250. 
This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible  effects  on  the 
statistics  for  the  bulk  of  the  commodities. 

Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind.  The 

value  of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  indus- 
try level  often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not 
distributed  among  the  individual  five-digit  product  classes. 
Export  and  import  percentages  at  the  more  detailed 
levels  might,  therefore,  be  slightly  overstated. 

Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports.  There  will  be  a 
lag  between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or 
shipped  by  the  producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually 
exported,  especially  when  intermediaries  (wholesalers, 
exporters,  etc.)  are  involved.  Ordinarily,  this  type  of 
discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual  figures. 

"Direct"  vs  'Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports. 

Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which 
are  incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and 
exported  or  imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing 
only  direct  exports  and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to 
output  and  imports  to  apparent  consumption  for  inter- 
mediate products  is  considerably  understated. 

Used  Commodities.  With  a  few  exceptions,  used  or 
rebuilt  commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or 
export  codes  as  is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are 
thus  overstated  to  the  extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  prod- 
ucts are  significant  in  trade. 

Geographic  Area  of  Coverage.  Import  and  export  data 
reflect  the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  the 
U.S.  customs  territory  (the  50  States,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico).  They  do  not  Include  move- 
ments between  the  United  States  and  its  possessions. 
Domestic  output  (shipments)  data  exclude  Puerto  Rico 
and  other  outlying  areas. 

HISTORICAL  NOTES 

Data  on  carpets  and  rugs  have  been  collected  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  since  1 968.  Historical  data  may  be

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  all  companies 
manufacturing  carpet  and  rugs,  other  than  tufted  roll 
goods,  in  the  United  States,  except  very  small  compa- 
nies (generally  less  than  5  employees),  for  which  1982 
Census  of  Manufactures  data  were  derived  from  admin- 
istrative records  of  other  Government  agencies.  Informa- 
tion on  tufted  roll  goods  is  included  in  the  annual  survey, 
MA22Q,  Carpet  and  Rugs. 

Survey  Methodology.  The  statistics  in  this  publication 
were  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  quarterly 
Form  MQ22Q,  Carpet  and  Rugs.  The  survey  panel  includes 
all  known  manufacturers  of  selected  types  of  carpet  and 
rugs  (except  those  very  small  firms  excluded  from  the 
scope  of  the  survey).  Since  this  survey  does  not  cover 
tufted  roll  goods,  makers  of  those  carpets  were  excluded 
from  the  panel.  Approximately  85  companies  are  included. 

Reliability  of  Data.  Survey  error  may  result  from  several 
sources:  (1)  inability  to  obtain  information  about  all 
cases  in  the  survey;  (2)  response  errors;  (3)  definitional 
difficulties;  (4)  differences  in  the  interpretation  of  ques- 
tions; (5)  mistakes  in  recording  or  coding  the  data  obtained; 
and  (6)  other  errors  of  collection,  response,  coverage, 
and  estimation  for  missing  data.  These  nonsampling 
errors  also  occur  in  complete  censuses.  Although  no 
direct  measurement  of  the  biases  due  to  nonsampling 
errors  has  been  obtained,  precautionary  steps  were 
taken  in  all  phases  of  the  collection,  processing,  and 
tabulation  of  the  data  in  an  effort  to  minimize  their 
influence. 

A  major  source  of  bias  in  the  published  estimates  is 
due  to  imputing  data  for  nonrespondents,  for  late  report- 
ers, and  for  data  which  failed  the  edit.  Missing  figures  are 
imputed  based  on  quarter-to-quarter  movements  shown 
by  reporting  firms.  Imputation  generally  is  limited  to  a 
maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one  data  cell.  Figures 
with  imputation  rates  greater  than  5  percent  are  foot- 
noted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  .an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse, 
because  the  actual  quarterly  movements  for  nonrespon- 
dents may  or  may  not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed 
movements.  The  range  of  difference  between  the  actual 
and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely  known,  but  is  assumed 
to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the 
accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases  as 
the  percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
imputation  rates  above  10  percent  should  be  used  with 
caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Statistics  for  previ- 
ous quarters  may  be  revised  as  the  result  of  corrected 
data  from   respondents,   including  the  receipt  of  late 


reports  for  which  imputations  were  made  as  described 
above.  Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5 
percent  from  previously  published  figures  are  indicated 
by  footnotes. 

Adjustment  for  Price  Change.  All  dollar  figures  included 
in  this  publication  are  in  current  dollars;  i.e.,  they  have 
not  been  adjusted  for  price  change. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Quantity  and  Value  of  Shipments.  The  figures  on  quan- 
tity and  value  of  shipments  represent  physical  shipments 
of  all  products  sold,  transferred  to  other  establishments 
of  the  same  company,  or  shipped  on  consignment, 
whether  for  domestic  or  export  sale.  The  value  repre- 
sents the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  to  the  customer  or 
branch  to  which  the  products  are  shipped,  net  of  dis- 
counts, allowances,  freight  charges,  and  returns.  Ship- 
ments to  a  company's  own  branches  are  assigned  the 
same  value  as  comparable  sales  to  unaffiliated  custom- 
ers, i.e.,  the  value  includes  an  appropriate  allocation  of 
company  overhead  and  profit.  Products  bought  and 
resold  without  further  manufacture  are  excluded. 


COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT.  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  trade  comparisons  shown  in  this  report  should  be 
considered  only  as  approximations.  Several  problems 
prevent  precise  comparisons  among  imports,  exports, 
and  domestic  output.  These  problems  include  the  fol- 
lowing: 

•  Export  and  import  comparisons  do  not  account  for  the 
origin  of  materials  used  to  manufacture  the  finished 
product.  Domestic  output  includes  any  goods  that 
undergo  substantial  transformation  into  a  finished 
product  in  the  U.S.,  even  if  the  goods  are  partially 
constructed  abroad  or  are  constructed  of  imported 
materials. 

•  There  will  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a  producer  makes 
or  ships  a  product  and  the  time  it  isactually  exported. 
Similarly,  there  may  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a 
product  is  imported  and  when  it  enters  into  U.S. 
distribution  channels. 

•  The  basic  structure  of  these  classification  systems 
differ.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  sys- 
tem used  for  domestic  output  was  developed  inde- 
pendently of  the  Harmonized  System  (HS)  used  to 
classify  imports  and  exports.  The  level  of  detail  pro- 
vided by  the  different  systems  varies  substantially, 
reflecting  their  different  objectives.  For  example,  there 
are  a  number  of  imported  commodities  that  have  no 
comparable  domestic  output  classification. 
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•  Because  producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities 
may  be  used  as  materials  for  incorporation  into  other 
commodities,  combinations  of  domestic  output  data 
for  such  commodities  may  contain  some  duplication. 

•  Import  and  export  data  reflect  the  movement  of  mer- 
chandise into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trade  zones,  the 
U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territory  of 
the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto 
Rico.  Domestic  output  reflects  activity  in  the  50  States 
and,  only  if  specified,  in  Puerto  Rico. 

•  Import  and  export  data  generally  do  not  distinguish 
between  new,  used  or  rebuilt  commodities. 

•  The  valuation  of  the  three  data  sets  differ.  Domestic 
output  is  valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It  includes 
the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  and  excludes  freight  charge  and  excise 
taxes.  Exports  are  valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price  or  value,  and  inland 
freight,  insurance  and  other  charges  to  the  export 
point.  Imports  are  valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the 
United  States.  They  include  the  cost,  insurance,  freight, 
duty,  and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

•  Detailed  commodity  information  is  not  included  for 
individual  export  or  import  shipments  at  or  below  a 
certain  dollar  limit.  This  dollar  limit  is  $1,500  for  exports 
and  $1,000  for  imports,  except  for  import  of  textiles 
and  textile  products,  gloves,  footwear,  and  miscella- 
neous rubber  and  plastics  products,  where  the  limit  is 
$250.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  all  companies 
manufacturing  carpet  and  rugs  in  the  United  States, 
except  very  small  companies  (generally  less  than  5 
employees),  for  which  1987  Census  of  Manufactures 
data  were  derived  from  administrative  records  of  other 
Government  agencies. 

Survey  Methodology.  The  statistics  in  this  publication 
were  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  annual 
Form  MA22Q,  Carpet  and  Rugs.  The  survey  panel  includes 
all  known  manufacturers  of  carpet  and  rugs  (except 
those  very  small  firms  excluded  from  the  scope  of  the 
survey).  Approximately  240  companies  are  included. 

Reliability  of  Data.  Survey  error  may  result  from  several 
sources:  (1)  inability  to  obtain  information  about  all 
cases  in  the  survey;  (2)  response  errors;  (3)  definitional 
difficulties;  (4)  differences  in  the  interpretation  of  ques- 
tions; (5)  mistakes  in  recording  or  coding  the  data  obtained; 
and  (6)  other  errors  of  collection,  response,  coverage, 
and  estimation  for  missing  data.  These  nonsampling 
errors  also  occur  in  complete  censuses.  Although  no 
direct  measurement  of  the  biases  due  to  nonsampling 
errors  has  been  obtained,  precautionary  steps  were 
taken  in  all  phases  of  the  collection,  processing,  and 
tabulation  of  the  data  in  an  effort  to  minimize  their 
influence. 

A  major  source  of  bias  in  the  published  estimates  is 
due  to  imputing  data  for  nonrespondents,  for  late  report- 
ers, and  for  data  which  failed  the  edit.  Missing  figures  are 
imputed  based  on  yearly  movements  shown  by  report- 
ing firms.  Imputation  generally  is  limited  to  a  maximum 
of  10  percent  for  any  one  data  cell.  Figures  with  imputa- 
tion rates  greater  than  10  percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse, 
because  the  actual  yearly  movements  for  nonrespon- 
dents may  or  may  not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed 
movements.  The  range  of  difference  between  the  actual 
and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely  known,  but  is  assumed 
to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the 
accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases  as 
the  percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
imputation  rates  above  10  percent  should  be  used  with 
caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Statistics  for  previ- 
ous years  may  be  revised  as  the  result  of  corrected  data 
from  respondents,  including  the  receipt  of  late  reports 
for  which  imputations  were  made  as  described  above. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent 
from  previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  foot- 
notes. 

Adjustment  for  Price  Change.  All  dollar  figures  included 
in  this  publication  are  in  current  dollars;  i.e.,  they  have 
not  been  adjusted  for  price  change. 


Quantity  and  Value  of  Shipments.  The  figures  on  quan- 
tity and  value  of  shipments  represent  physical  shipments 
of  all  products  sold,  transferred  to  other  establishments 
of  the  same  company,  or  shipped  on  consignment, 
whether  for  domestic  or  export  sale.  The  value  repre- 
sents the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  to  the  customer  or 
branch  to  which  the  products  are  shipped,  net  of  dis- 
counts, allowances,  freight  charges,  and  returns.  Ship- 
ments to  a  company's  own  branches  are  assigned  the 
same  value  as  comparable  sales  to  unaffiliated  custom- 
ers; i.e.,  the  value  includes  an  appropriate  allocation  of 
company  overhead  and  profit.  Products  bought  and 
resold  without  further  manufacture  are  excluded. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  trade  comparisons  shown  in  this  report  should  be 
considered  only  as  approximations.  Several  problems 
prevent  precise  comparisons  among  imports,  exports, 
and  domestic  output.  These  problems  include  the  fol- 
lowing: 

•  Export  and  import  comparisons  do  not  account  for  the 
origin  of  materials  used  to  manufacture  the  finished 
product.  Domestic  output  includes  any  goods  that 
undergo  substantial  transformation  into  a  finished 
product  in  the  U.S.,  even  if  the  goods  are  partially 
constructed  abroad  or  are  constructed  of  imported 
materials. 

•  There  will  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a  producer  makes 
or  ships  a  product  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported. 
Similarly,  there  may  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a 
product  is  imported  and  when  it  enters  into  U.S. 
distribution  channels. 

•  The  basic  structure  of  these  classification  systems 
differ.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  sys- 
tem used  for  domestic  output  was  developed  inde- 
pendently of  the  Harmonized  System  (HS)  used  to 
classify  imports  and  exports.  The  level  of  detail  pro- 
vided by  the  different  systems  varies  substantially, 
reflecting  their  different  objectives.  For  example,  there 
are  a  number  of  imported  commodities  that  have  no 
comparable  domestic  output  classification.  I 

•  Because  producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities 
may  be  used  as  materials  for  incorporation  into  other 
commodities,  combinations  of  domestic  output  data 
for  such  commodities  may  contain  some  duplication. 

•  Import  and  export  data  reflect  the  movement  of  mer- 
chandise into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trade  zones,  the 
U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territory  of 


the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto 
Rico.  Domestic  output  reflects  activity  in  the  50  States 
and,  only  if  specified,  in  Puerto  Rico. 

•  Import  and  export  data  generally  do  not  distinguish 
between  new,  used  or  rebuilt  commodities. 

•  The  valuation  of  the  three  data  sets  differ.  Domestic 
output  is  valued  at  the  point  of  production.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  all  companies 
manufacturing  carpet  and  rugs  in  the  United  States, 
except  very  small  companies  (generally  less  than  5 
employees),  for  which  1987  Census  of  Manufactures 
data  were  derived  from  administrative  records  of  other 
Government  agencies. 

Survey  Methodology.  The  statistics  in  this  publication 
were  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  annual 
Form  MA22Q,  Carpet  and  Rugs.  The  survey  panel  includes 
all  known  manufacturers  of  carpet  and  rugs  (except 
those  very  small  firms  excluded  from  the  scope  of  the 
survey).  Approximately  200  companies  are  included. 

Reliability  of  Data.  Survey  error  may  result  from  several 
sources:  (1)  inability  to  obtain  information  about  all 
cases  in  the  survey;  (2)  response  errors;  (3)  definitional 
difficulties;  (4)  differences  in  the  interpretation  of  ques- 
tions; (5)  mistakes  in  recording  or  coding  the  data  obtained; 
and  (6)  other  errors  of  collection,  response,  coverage, 
and  estimation  for  missing  data.  These  nonsampling 
errors  also  occur  in  complete  censuses.  Although  no 
direct  measurement  of  the  biases  due  to  nonsampling 
errors  has  been  obtained,  precautionary  steps  were 
taken  in  all  phases  of  the  collection,  processing,  and 
tabulation  of  the  data  in  an  effort  to  minimize  their 
influence. 

A  major  source  of  bias  in  the  published  estimates  is 
due  to  imputing  data  for  nonrespondents,  for  late  report- 
ers, and  for  data  which  failed  the  edit.  Missing  figures  are 
imputed  based  on  yearly  movements  shown  by  report- 
ing firms.  Imputation  generally  is  limited  to  a  maximum 
of  10  percent  for  any  one  data  cell.  Figures  with  imputa- 
tion rates  greater  than  10  percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse, 
because  the  actual  yearly  movements  for  nonrespon- 
dents may  or  may  not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed 
movements.  The  range  of  difference  between  the  actual 
and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely  known,  but  is  assumed 
to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the 
accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases  as 
the  percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
imputation  rates  above  10  percent  should  be  used  with 
caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Statistics  for  previ- 
ous years  may  be  revised  as  the  result  of  corrected  data 
from  respondents,  including  the  receipt  of  late  reports 
for  which  imputations  were  made  as  described  above. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent 
from  previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  foot- 
notes. 

Adjustment  for  Price  Change.  All  dollar  figures  included 
in  this  publication  are  in  current  dollars;  i.e.,  they  have 
not  been  adjusted  for  price  change. 


Quantity  and  Value  of  Shipments.  The  figures  on  quan- 
tity and  value  of  shipments  represent  physical  shipments 
of  all  products  sold,  transferred  to  other  establishments 
of  the  same  company,  or  shipped  on  consignment, 
whether  for  domestic  or  export  sale.  The  value  repre- 
sents the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  to  the  customer  or 
branch  to  which  the  products  are  shipped,  net  of  dis- 
counts, allowances,  freight  charges,  and  returns.  Ship- 
ments to  a  company's  own  branches  are  assigned  the 
same  value  as  comparable  sales  to  unaffiliated  custom- 
ers; i.e.,  the  value  includes  an  appropriate  allocation  of 
company  overhead  and  profit.  Products  bought  and 
resold  without  further  manufacture  are  excluded. 


COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  trade  comparisons  shown  in  this  report  should  be 
considered  only  as  approximations.  Several  problems 
prevent  precise  comparisons  among  imports,  exports, 
and  domestic  output.  These  problems  include  the  fol- 
lowing: 

•  Export  and  import  comparisons  do  not  account  for  the 
origin  of  materials  used  to  manufacture  the  finished 
product.  Domestic  output  includes  any  goods  that 
undergo  substantial  transformation  into  a  finished 
product  in  the  U.S.,  even  if  the  goods  are  partially 
constructed  abroad  or  are  constructed  of  imported 
materials. 

•  There  will  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a  producer  makes 
or  ships  a  product  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported. 
Similarly,  there  may  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a 
product  is  imported  and  when  it  enters  into  U.S. 
distribution  channels. 

•  The  basic  structure  of  these  classification  systems 
differ.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  sys- 
tem used  for  domestic  output  was  developed  inde- 
pendently of  the  Harmonized  System  (HS)  used  to 
classify  imports  and  exports.  The  level  of  detail  pro- 
vided by  the  different  systems  varies  substantially, 
reflecting  their  different  objectives.  For  example,  there 
are  a  number  of  imported  commodities  that  have  no 
comparable  domestic  output  classification. 

•  Because  producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities 
may  be  used  as  materials  for  incorporation  into  other 
commodities,  combinations  of  domestic  output  data 
for  such  commodities  may  contain  some  duplication. 

•  Import  and  export  data  reflect  the  movement  of  mer- 
chandise into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trade  zones,  the 
U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territory  of 


the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto 
Rico.  Domestic  output  reflects  activity  in  the  50  States 
and,  only  if  specified,  in  Puerto  Rico. 

•  Import  and  export  data  generally  do  not  distinguish 
between  new,  used  or  rebuilt  commodities. 

•  The  valuation  of  the  three  data  sets  differ.  Domestic 
output  is  valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It  includes 
the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  and  excludes  freight  charges  and  excise 
taxes.  Exports  are  valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price  or  value,  and  inland 
freight,  insurance  and  other  charges  to  the  export 
point.  Imports  are  valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the 
United  States.  They  include  the  cost,  insurance,  freight, 
duty,  and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

•  Detailed  commodity  information  is  not  included  for 
individual  export  or  import  shipments  at  or  below  a 
certain  dollar  limit.  This  dollar  limit  is  $2,500  for  exports 
and  $1,250  for  imports,  except  for  import  of  textiles 
and  textile  products,  gloves,  footwear,  and  miscella- 
neous rubber  and  plastics  products,  where  the  limit  is 
$250.

SUMMARY  OF  FINDINGS 

Total  value  of  shipments  of  carpet  and  rugs  decreased 
6.9  percent  in  1991  to  $7,937.1  million  from  $8,527.1 
million  in   1990.  Quantity  of  shipments  decreased  7.7 


percent  in  1991  to  1,255.9  million  square  yards  from 
1,360.0  million  square  yards  in  1990.  The  average  unit 
price  for  total  carpeting  increased  from  $6.27  to  $6.32. 
A  description  of  the  survey  methodology  and  related 
information  appears  on  page  4.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  all  companies 
manufacturing  carpet  and  rugs  in  the  United  States, 
except  very  small  companies  (generally  less  than  5 
employees),  for  which  1987  Census  of  Manufactures 
data  were  derived  from  administrative  records  of  other 
Government  agencies. 

Survey  Methodology.  The  statistics  in  this  publication 
were  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Census  annual 
Form  MA22Q,  Carpet  and  Rugs.  The  survey  panel  includes 
all  known  manufacturers  of  carpet  and  rugs  (except 
those  very  small  firms  excluded  from  the  scope  of  the 
survey).  Approximately  200  companies  are  included. 

Reliability  of  Data.  Survey  error  may  result  from  several 
sources:  (1)  inability  to  obtain  information  about  all 
cases  in  the  survey;  (2)  response  errors;  (3)  definitional 
difficulties;  (4)  differences  in  the  interpretation  of  ques- 
tions; (5)  mistakes  in  recording  or  coding  the  data  obtained; 
and  (6)  other  errors  of  collection,  response,  coverage, 
and  estimation  for  missing  data.  These  nonsampling 
errors  also  occur  in  complete  censuses.  Although  no 
direct  measurement  of  the  biases  due  to  nonsampling 
errors  has  been  obtained,  precautionary  steps  were 
taken  in  all  phases  of  the  collection,  processing,  and 
tabulation  of  the  data  in  an  effort  to  minimize  their 
influence. 

A  major  source  of  bias  in  the  published  estimates  is 
due  to  imputing  data  for  nonrespondents,  for  late  report- 
ers, and  for  data  which  failed  the  edit.  Missing  figures  are 
imputed  based  on  yearly  movements  shown  by  report- 
ing firms.  Imputation  generally  is  limited  to  a  maximum 
of  10  percent  for  any  one  data  cell.  Figures  with  imputa- 
tion rates  greater  than  10  percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse, 
because  the  actual  yearly  movements  for  nonrespon- 
dents may  or  may  not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed 
movements.  The  range  of  difference  between  the  actual 
and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely  known,  but  is  assumed 
to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the 
accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases  as 
the  percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
imputation  rates  above  10  percent  should  be  used  with 
caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Statistics  for  previ- 
ous years  may  be  revised  as  the  result  of  corrected  data 
from  respondents,  including  the  receipt  of  late  reports 
for  which  imputations  were  made  as  described  above. 
Figures  which  have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent 
from  previously  published  figures  are  indicated  by  foot- 
notes. 

Adjustment  for  Price  Change.  All  dollar  figures  included 
in  this  publication  are  in  current  dollars;  i.e.,  they  have 
not  been  adjusted  for  price  change. 


Quantity  and  Value  of  Shipments.  The  figures  on  quan- 
tity and  value  of  shipments  represent  physical  shipments 
of  all  products  sold,  transferred  to  other  establishments 
of  the  same  company,  or  shipped  on  consignment, 
whether  for  domestic  or  export  sale.  The  value  repre- 
sents the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  to  the  customer  or 
branch  to  which  the  products  are  shipped,  net  of  dis- 
counts, allowances,  freight  charges,  and  returns.  Ship- 
ments to  a  company's  own  branches  are  assigned  the 
same  value  as  comparable  sales  to  unaffiliated  custom- 
ers; i.e.,  the  value  includes  an  appropriate  allocation  of 
company  overhead  and  profit.  Products  bought  and 
resold  without  further  manufacture  are  excluded. 


COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  trade  comparisons  shown  in  this  report  should  be 
considered  only  as  approximations.  Several  problems 
prevent  precise  comparisons  among  imports,  exports, 
and  domestic  output.  These  problems  include  the  fol- 
lowing: 

•  Export  and  import  comparisons  do  not  account  for  the 
origin  of  materials  used  to  manufacture  the  finished 
product.  Domestic  output  includes  any  goods  that 
undergo  substantial  transformation  into  a  finished 
product  in  the  U.S.,  even  if  the  goods  are  partially 
constructed  abroad  or  are  constructed  of  imported 
materials. 

•  There  will  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a  producer  makes 
or  ships  a  product  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported. 
Similarly,  there  may  be  a  lag  between  the  time  a 
product  is  imported  and  when  it  enters  into  U.S. 
distribution  channels. 

•  The  basic  structure  of  these  classification  systems 
differ.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  sys- 
tem used  for  domestic  output  was  developed  inde- 
pendently of  the  Harmonized  System  (HS)  used  to 
classify  imports  and  exports.  The  level  of  detail  pro- 
vided by  the  different  systems  varies  substantially, 
reflecting  their  different  objectives.  For  example,  there 
are  a  number  of  imported  commodities  that  have  no 
comparable  domestic  output  classification. 

•  Because  producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities 
may  be  used  as  materials  for  incorporation  into  other 
commodities,  combinations  of  domestic  output  data 
for  such  commodities  may  contain  some  duplication. 

•  Import  and  export  data  reflect  the  movement  of  mer- 
chandise into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trade  zones,  the 
U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territory  of 


the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  ancJ  Puerto 
Rico.  Domestic  output  reflects  activity  in  the  50  States 
and,  only  if  specified,  in  Puerto  Rico. 

•  Import  and  export  data  generally  do  not  distinguish 
between  new,  used  or  rebuilt  commodities. 

•  The  valuations  of  the  three  data  sets  differ.  Domestic 
output  is  valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It  includes 
the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  and  excludes  freight  charges  and  excise 
taxes.  Exports  are  valued  at  the  point  of  exportation. 
They  include  the  net  sales  price  or  value,  and  inland 
freight,  insurance  and  other  charges  to  the  export 
point.  Imports  are  valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the 
United  States.  They  include  the  cost,  insurance,  freight, 
duty,  and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

•  Detailed  commodity  information  is  not  included  for 
individual  export  or  import  shipments  at  or  below  a 
certain  dollar  limit.  This  dollar  limit  is  $2,500  for  exports 
and  $1,250  for  imports,  except  for  import  of  textiles 
and  textile  products,  gloves,  footwear,  and  miscella- 
neous rubber  and  plastics  products,  where  the  limit  is 
$250.
